Macready’s 
Ruthven isan effort of the highest judgment; his hatred and con- 
tempt for Rizzio and Bothwell; his affection for his daughter and 
unbending sterness towards all, excepting her, are admirable 
copies of nature, whilst his scene after his daughter’s death, where 
he is resolved to free his beloved country from Rizzi0, the Sa- 
voyard alien, is electrifying. Throughout theTregedy ,the acting of 
Macready is sublime, leaving behind the exertions of any other 
performer. He is evidently in love with his part, and this perhaps 
conduces not a little to the perfection of his representation. The 
weak minded and abused Darnley is played with a great deal of 
judgment by Phelps, and the portrayal of Rizzio, by Elton, con- 
tains mapy excellences. Mrs. Warner has completely identified 
herself with the unhappy heroine of-the piece. Of the scenery, by 
Marshall, and the magnificent dresses displayed; we are happy to 
be enabied to speak in the highest terms of praise, and we subjoin 
the following specimen of the poetry:
